Murderer must serve at least 23 years for killing teenager 


IT'S 'JUSTICE' 
FOR CONNOR 


MURDERER Will Blencowe will 
serve a life sentence for fatally 
stabbing Connor Tremble in a 
"vicious and carefully planned" 
attack. 

Last week, the 21-year-old was 
told he would spend a minimum of 
23 years behind bars for murdering 
Banbury-raised Connor on 
February 13 this year. 

This prompted a sigh of relief 
from the 17-year-old's mum Lisa 
Tremble, of Withycombe Drive, 
Banbury, who said "always have 
faith" after the Oxford Crown Court 
hearing. 

Blencowe, of Oxford Road, 
Banbury, stabbed Connor 15 times 
in the teenager's flat in Fairacres 
Road, Oxford, and showed no 
emotion as he was led away to start 
his sentence. On Wednesday a jury 
found him unanimously guilty of 
murder after a 13-day trial. 

The prosecution said he planned 
the murder because he was jealous 
of Connor's relationship with his 
ex-girlfriend Aimee Harrison. 

After the hearing, Ms Tremble 
said: "I can't say I'm happy or glad, 

I don't know what to feel. 

"I'm satisfied with the sentence 
he was given. 

"I was robbed of my one and 
only son, so was his dad and every¬ 
one else." 

Senior investigating officer in the 
case DCI Mark Glover called 
Blencowe's crime a "pre-planned,

unprovoked attack fuelled by jeal¬ 
ousy". He added: "His sentence 
reflects the severity of the crime 
Will Blencowe committed. 

"Throughout this process he has 
shown no remorse for his actions, 
which led to Connor's death. 

"He has not done anything to 
help the police with their investiga¬ 
tion and he will now have a long 
time in prison to reflect. 

"Our investigation was especial¬ 
ly frustrated by Blencowe travelling 
to Stratford-upon-Avon and escap¬ 
ing with the clothing and the knife 
used in the stabbing." 

Passing sentence Judge Eccles 
said the lives of the teenager's fam¬ 
ily had been "utterly changed" by 
Blencowe's actions. 

He told the defendant: "It is diffi¬ 
cult now to comprehend the terror 
and pain Connor Tremble must 
have experienced. 

"He was confronted without 
warning in his own home by a man 
he did not at the time recognise 
who was armed with a knife. 

"And who then in a frenzy of 
anger, jealousy and hate, stabbed 
him 15 times to his body with a fur¬ 
ther 11 thrusts with the knife that 
missed him." 

Blencowe's sentence means he 
will serve a minimum of 23 years 
before he is eligible for release.

Drivers urged 
to slow down 

■ BANBURY: A headteacher 
has welcomed new light-up 
signs near her school to help 
enforce a 20mph limit. 

Sarah Jakeman, of 
Queensway Primary School, 
raised concerns to 
Oxfordshire County Council 
that speeding drivers could 
pose a risk to children 
walking to the school in 
Brantwood Rise. 

Now the authority has 
installed new signs in 
Queensway, a road many 
children have to cross every 
morning, which light up if 
drivers in any direction 
exceed 20mph. 

Miss Jakeman said: "I am 
grateful to everybody who 
has been involved in installing 
the signage. 

"Several parents had raised 
the issue of the difficulties 
their children face and I hope 
the signs will encourage 
motorists to keep their 
driving speed down." 

The signs have been 
installed in time for the new 
term starting this week and 
will be officially opened with 
a ceremony today at the 
school. 

Kerry Blair, of Oxfordshire 
County Council's Fire and 
Rescue Service, said: 
"Sometimes motorists need a 
gentle reminder what the 
speed limit is." 

ATM arsonist 
pleads guilty 

■ BANBURY: A man has 

pleaded guilty to three arson 
attacks on cash machines. 

Colin Aries, of no fixed 
address, admitted four counts 
of arson and one count of 
threatening to damage 
property at Oxford Crown 
Court on Thursday. 

The 49-year-old targeted 
branches of Santander, 

Yorkshire Bank and Lloyds in 
High Street, Banbury, at about 
2.15am on June 5. 

The front entrance to the 
Freemasons Hall on 
Marlborough Road was also 
affected. 

Aries is in custody and will 
be sentenced at Oxford 
Crown Court on September 
23. 


■ Tory won't stand in General Election after 32 years in the role 


Sir Tony calling it a 
day as Banbury MP

VETERAN Banbury MP Sir Tony Baldry 
will stand down from Parliament at the 
next election, he has announced. 

The 64-year-old Conservative was first 
elected in 1983 and served in Margaret 
Thatcher's Government, but has said the 
new fixed term parliaments means he 
runs the risk of becoming a lame duck 
MP. 

Speaking about his decision, Sir Tony 
said: "One of the consequences of now 
having five-year fixed term parliaments is 
that if I succeed in being re-elected at the 
forthcoming General Election, given my 
age, most people will assume that 
Parliament will be my last. 

"I think this creates a danger that I may 
be unable to be as effective as I would 
wish to be, and that the constituency will 
be distracted from more important issues 
by the need to choose my successor. 

"So after careful thought over the sum¬ 
mer recess and discussions with my fami¬ 
ly, I have decided to stand down at the 
next General Election." 

Sir Tony had already been selected as 
the Conservatives' candidate in next 
year's election. 

Chris Rowland, the election agent for 
the North Oxfordshire Conservative 
Association, said its executive committee 
would meet in the near future to set out a 
timetable for the selection of a new can¬ 
didate. 

He said: "At this stage it is anyone's 
game. We should have a candidate by the 
end of the year at the latest and I envisage 
that we would have someone by late 
November. 

"The news has just come through and it 
has come as a surprise to everyone, but I 
think we can understand his reasons." 

In his time as MP, Sir Tony has seen the 
expansion of Bicester and Banbury, the 
extension of the M40 from Oxford and 
the rail link to London Marylebone, 
which is currently being built. 

At the 2010 General Election he won a 
majority of more than 18,000 - the sec¬ 
ond largest in Oxfordshire. 

Barry Wood, leader of Cherwell District 
Council, said he expected a large number

In the 1980s he served as Parliamentary 
Private Secretary to a number of ministers 
and Parliamentary Under-Secretary of 
State in the Department of Energy. 

Under John Major, in 1995 he became 
Minister for Agriculture, Fisheries and 
Food, which he held until the 
Conservatives lost the 1997 General 
Election. 

He was appointed Second Church 
Estates Commissioner in 2010 and was 
knighted in The Queen's Birthday 
Honours List two years later. 

Earlier this year he was made an hon¬ 
orary citizen of Somalia for his work as 
co-chairman of the All-Party 
Parliamentary Group for Somalia and 
Somaliland. 

By the time he stands down in May, he 
will be the longest serving MP for North 
Oxfordshire since the early 19th century. 

He is already Oxfordshire's longest 
serving MP.

He said: "Sir Tony is well respected by 
all sides at Cherwell District Council 
because he is a responsive constituency 
MP. He has been a great friend to the 
council and a mentor and coach to me 
personally, and I fully understand why it is 


a good time to make this announcement 
now." 

Prime Minister David Cameron, who 
represents the neighbouring constituency 
of Witney, said: "Sir Tony has been a first- 
class MP for 32 years and my neighbour 
for 13 of those. He has held various min¬ 
isterial posts and served the people of 
North Oxfordshire with great dedication 
and vigour. 

"Not only has he been the finest exam¬ 
ple of an MP, but he will also be missed 
by the party and by me, personally, as a 
friend." 

A barrister by profession, Sir Tony 
Baldry succeeded Conservative Neil 
Marten as MP for Banbury in 1983. 

Before being elected, he had served as 
personal assistant to Maurice MacMillan, 
the Chief Secretary to the Treasury, and 
also to Margaret Thatcher, both before 
and after she was elected leader of the 
Conservative Party.

Mum accused of breaking tot's leg 


A TEENAGER has gone on trial at 
Oxford Crown Court accused of 
breaking her infant daughter's leg. 

Jade Collison, of Juniper Close, 
Banbury, has pleaded not guilty to 
one count of inflicting grievous bod¬ 
ily harm. 

Prosecutor Sam Mainds said the 
19-year-old is alleged to have com¬ 
mitted the offence during January 
2013. 

Collison also denies one count of 
inflicting actual bodily harm on the 
same victim later that month. 

Mr Mainds said Collison took her 
daughter, who was six months old at 
the time, to the Horton General 


Hospital in Banbury on January 29. 

He said the child had bruises on 
both sides of her face, which her 
mother said were caused when the 
child banged it against her cot. 

But Mr Mainds said a doctor 
became suspicious when Collison 
appeared to change her account of 
where she was when the accident 
happened. The doctor kept the child 
in for an x-ray, which revealed a 
fracture to the baby's left fibula, the 
barrister said. 

Mr Mainds said Collison initially 
said she did not know how it hap¬ 
pened, but he told the jury: "The 
prosecution say that this is untrue, 


she knew perfectly well how it was 
caused. She caused it herself." 

He said in subsequent police 
interviews Collison changed her 
story, saying her daughter got her 
foot stuck in the cot bars, before 
finally claiming her then boyfriend 
had stepped on the child by acci¬ 
dent. 

He told the jury it is the prosecu¬ 
tion's case that the injury was inflict¬ 
ed by Collison on January 20. 

A Section 39 order banning iden¬ 
tification of the victim in this case 
was lifted after an application by the 
Banbury Cake.

'Careless' elderly driver is spared jail for role in fatal collision 


Crash killed his friend 


AN ELDERLY driver, who killed his friend driving 
back from bowls practice, has been spared prison. 

Graham Cheetham pulled out on to the A361 and 
passenger Keith Anderson died after a Land Rover 
smashed into the side of the Toyota Prius. 

The 72-year-old was given a 10-month prison sen¬ 
tence suspended for two years at Oxford Crown Court 
on Thursday after admitting causing death by careless 
driving following the crash at the Wykham Lane junc¬ 
tion, north of Bloxham, in November. 

Prosecutor Rachel Drake became emotional herself 
as she read a statement from 72-year-old Mr 
Anderson's family. 

Reading it, she said: "Missing a husband, dad and 
granddad - words cannot explain the loss we have all 
experienced." 

She also said: "An exacerbating factor for the grief 
has been the absence of any kind of apology up until 
now." 

Alexander Stein, defending, said Cheetham, of The 
Daedings in Deddington, had lost a close friend and 
had since been diagnosed with post-traumatic stress 
disorder. 

He said: "Mr Cheetham was advised to keep his 
distance and not say anything at all to Mr Anderson's 
family and that was what he has done.

"[He] does have genuine heartfelt remorse in this 
case, not least of course because those two men were 
good friends." 

Judge Ian Pringle, sentencing, said no-one could 
fail to be moved by the family statement read out by 
the prosecutor. 

He said: "He was grossly negligent in crossing that 
junction, which he knew was a dangerous one, with¬ 
out ensuring that traffic was not coming." 

And suspending the prison sentence, he added: "I 
am doing so because I asked myself this question: 
Would Mr Keith Anderson - in all that I have known 
about him and how valued a person he was - have 
truly wanted his friend to go to prison for four or five 
months? 

"I, perhaps wrongly, think that he would not." 

Cheetham, who has said he does not want to drive 
again, was also given a restorative justice order mean¬ 
ing he could apologise in a face-to-face meeting with 
his victim's family. 

He was also banned from driving for two years, 
ordered to pay £800 costs, a £100 victim's surcharge 
and do 80 hours of unpaid community work.

Call to refuse 54 houses 


PLANS for 54 homes in Hook 
Norton should be refused, a 
council planning officer has 
said. 

Cherwell District Council's 
Linda Griffiths has 
recommended councillors 
throw out the plan for land off 
Sibford Road. 

Gladman Developments 
wants to build 54 homes, 19 
affordable, at land north of 
Hook Norton Primary School 
and south of Redland Farm. 

The planning officer said the 
council had yet to approve 
plans for where major estates 
would go up until 2031 and it 


was not meeting a Government 
housing target. 

But she said it should not be 
approved due to its "proximity 
and relationship" with 
neighbouring Redland Farm, an 
intensive dairy farm. 

Some 95 residents wrote to 
the council to oppose the plan, 
with concerns like the "further 
destruction of the 
environment". 

Hook Norton Parish Council 
said it "strongly objects to the 
development of these houses". 

The district council's 
planning committee will meet 
from today to decide.

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■ Brewery chief in hunt for key locations to install defibrillators 


Pub unveils a 
new lifesaver 


A BREWERY is looking at where best to 
equip its Oxfordshire pubs with life¬ 
saving machines. 

Hook Norton Brewery is looking at its 
portfolio, which includes 20 county pubs, to 
work out where publicly-accessible 
defibrillators would most benefit 
communities. 

It comes as the company unveiled a device 
installed outside the Red Lion in Chipping 
Norton after funding from the town's Lions 
Club. 

The units - which anyone can use to shock 
the heart back to life - are seen as crucial for 
rural areas where ambulance response times 
can be longer. 

The brewery's managing director, James 
Clarke, who is also a community first 
responder in Hook Norton and Banbury, said: 
"We have a number of pubs that are the 
focus of their village, so it's a good place for 
people to know where the defibrillators are. 

"They are very important because if 
someone has a cardiac arrest they only have 
a ten-minute window. 

"We're looking at every potential pub 
where it could help, but in some places it 
won't be appropriate because there may be 
one already nearby."

The Lions have also raised money to install 
the £1,800 devices in The Masonic Hall in 
Over Norton Road and in a defunct 
telephone box in Market Street. The club is 
due to fit another in a kiosk in Hailey Road. 

Dick Tracey, South Central Ambulance 
Service divisional responder manager, 
welcomed the review as it helped boost his 
campaign for another 200 defibrillators in the 
county, raising the total to 320. 

He said: "Public-access defibrillators need 
to be installed on buildings that people 
know, so this falls exactly into the advice we 
give. 

"It's great the way that communities are 
coming together and recognising that this is 
one of those projects that can benefit every 
member of the community." 

Lions defibrillator co-ordinator Mike 
Graham said: "We have a problem with 
response times for the ambulance service in 
Chipping Norton. 

"It can take up to 40 minutes to get an 
ambulance here. Waiting that length of time 
could be too late for any poor soul who has 
a cardiac arrest."

I T was a typical sleepy Sunday in 
Banbury - apart from the 
hordes of zombies who had 
invaded the town centre. 

Aside from a few curious 
passers-by, no-one batted an eye, 
because this was the film set of 
Apocalypse , a horror film set in the 
town. 

The movie focuses on Kat, a 
journalist who has previously been 
a prisoner of war in Burma. 

As well as struggling to deal with 
post traumatic stress disorder, she 
now has to cope with a zombie 
invasion. 

She is trapped in a six-floor news 
channel building, trying to reach 
her boyfriend who is stuck outside. 

Screenwriter Stuart Bedford, 28, 
said: "I used to be a journalist so I 
found a lot to identify with Kat and 
I understood the drive for her." 

Screenwriter and producer Stuart 
Jopia said: "In our film the virus is 
unleashed by terrorists trying to 
reduce the western population and 
it's gone wrong." 

The 36-year-old said: "I've been 
watching horror films since I was 
about eight and we wanted to 
incorporate lots of different things 
that we've seen in other zombie 
films. 

"We've got a good mix of 
zombies: the classic wanderers 
from Romero films and we have 
also got ones that are the new 
running breed of zombies and a bit 
more animalistic and predatory. 

"We're also having some 
zombies grouping together as an 
alpha pack to take people down." 

Filming has been going on 
throughout August, and finished on 
Sunday, with a day involving 
hundreds of extras. The finished 
film will be premiered in the town's 
Odeon cinema. 

He said: "We wanted local

"In the end we've got 300 extras. 

"People are crying out for 
something to happen in Banbury." 

Joe Allsop, 27, from Banbury, 
was one of the first to sign up. He 
said: "When you know it's coming 
to your local area on your front 
doorstep how could you miss it? 

"It's on everybody's bucket-list to 
have some part in a film, no matter 
how small. 

"It was a great thing to be part 
of, it was an amazing day, everyone 
was really nice. It was great to get 
all made up and become a 
completely different person. 



"I'm looking forward to seeing it 
and relating to the location itself, 
seeing places I grew up in on the 
big screen." 

He said that he hoped it would 
not be Banbury's last starring role, 
adding: "I'd like to see more done 
here, it's a very historical town and 
there are a lot of great buildings." 

Among the hundreds of residents 
who were transformed into the 
walking dead during the filming 
process was Emma Walsh, 39, who 
works at pet shop Croft Pet Foods. 

She said: "How often can you 
become a zombie? 

"It's something going on across 
Banbury and you've got to join in. 
This is the most exciting thing that's 
happened here." 

Glyn Smith, owner of Banbury's 
comic book shop Comics 
Connections, said: "I'm friends with 
the director Tony Jopia and I was 
involved with his last film as well. 

"I've done extra work before, I've 
worked with Sir Christopher Lee." 

The 57-year-old said: "It's fun 
and it's something not many people 
get to do. 

"Banbury's a great place to film 
because the council are so 
amenable." 

It may seem unusual for the 
undead to walk down Parsons 
Street and Bridge Street, but Chris 
Drury, owner of Banbury Market 
Place, insists this could become a 
regular sight. 

He said; "Our message should 
be that Banbury is open for 
business for television and film 
companies."

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■ New report on the economy 

County's at 
the head of 
the recovery 


By Gill Oliver 


A NEW report highlights Oxfordshire 
as a recovery success story. 

The county's economy grew by 3.5 per 
cent last year, compared to the national rate 
of 3.2 per cent, making it the second-best 
performing area in the South-east. 

And unemployment at 4.1 per cent is 
almost half the national level - about 7 per 
cent - according to the recently published 
Royal Bank of Scotland Regional Growth 
Tracker. 

Economist Rupert Seggins said it was 
thanks to firms in the service sector, which 
included scientific and biotechnology plus 
technological research and development. 

He said: "Research and support firms 
based around technology are leading the 
way and playing an important role. 

"Oxfordshire has been one of the 
recovery success stories of the UK and is up 
there with the best-performing of 97 areas 
we monitor. 

"It is performing well above the national 
average." 

Oxfordshire-based Zinc Ahead supplies 
software systems to pharmaceuticals firms, 
which must comply with stringent 
regulations. 

It has clients in 160 countries, including 
Astra Zeneca and Johnson & Johnson, and 
employs 150 staff. 

Last year, it moved to a building twice the 
size and it now plans to recruit another 25 
employees. 

Chief executive James Brown said: 
"Companies are outsourcing more of what 
would have been within their offices, 
because it means lower IT overheads. 

"And regulators across all industries are 
demanding greater compliance, so 
companies like us that help with that are

doing well." Another local example is 
Zigzag Associates, which provides quality 
assurance and auditing services to 
pharmaceutical and biotechnology firms. 

Sales have doubled over the past four 
years and it is about to move to a bigger 
office. It employs 14 staff, with 80 
consultants around the world. 

Chief executive Steve Smith said: "We use 
a cloud-based document management 
system, so staff work flexibly around the 
world. 

"Many of our clients are pretty virtual 
themselves, so it's easier for them to hire in 
a company, rather than maintain a huge 
department in-house." 


Builders get back on track 


AFTER banging their 
heads against a brick 
wall, Oxfordshire’s 
builders can see light at 
the end of the tunnel. 

The construction 
industry has been in the 
doldrums for the past six 
years but new figures 
show it is on the up. 

According to the 
Construction Products 
Association, which 
represents building 
materials manufacturers, 
it predicts a 22 per cent 
growth over the next five 
years. 

Now the property 
market is booming, home 
owners are spending 
more. 

But the CPA does not 
expect the market to 


return to pre-recession 
levels until 2017. 

One of the problems is 
big, national firms 
undercutting on price, or 
‘suicide bidding’, to net 
plum contracts. 

David Noble, of Oxford 
Construction Company, 
saw his fees slashed by 
up to 60 per cent. 

He said: “Other 
builders were pricing so 
low, we couldn’t 
compete. Some of the 
big builders were losing 
money on jobs, just to 
keep their guys working. 

“Smaller firms were 
forced to lower their daily 
rates. Ours fell from £180 
to £100. 

“Prices are creeping 
back up but they are still 


not where we’d like them 
to be.” 

Mark Beard, managing 
director of Beard 
Construction, said: 
“Things picked up last 
spring and that’s down to 
the economy - but it is 
also driven by house 
builders, who have 
bounced back.” 

Michael Puttick, joint 
managing director of 
Kingerlee, said: “The 
Government talks about 
giving small- and 
medium-sized 
contractors an 
opportunity to bid for big 
projects, but we get very 
little. 

“This isn’t sour grapes, 
it’s reality.” 
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for all

We are Here! 
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Comic cops can't arrest 
major decline in laughs 


LET'S BE COPS (15, 104 mins) 
Comedy/Action/Romance. Jake 
Johnson, Damon Wayans Jr, James 
D'Arcy, Rob Riggle, Andy Garcia, 
Nina Dobrev, Keegan Michael-Key, 
Jonathan Lajoie. Director: Luke 
Greenfield. 

I f the title of Luke Greenfield's 
hare-brained buddy movie were 
a rhetorical question, the 
unequivocal answer would be: Let's 
not! 

Lifeless, limp and relentlessly 
unfunny, Let's Be Cops is a 
scattershot comedy about 
downtrodden pals who don LAPD 
uniforms for a party and discover 
new-found respect because of the 
badge. 

Films of this ilk propel characters 
on a Journey of self-discovery laden 
with mishaps and misadventures, at 
the end of which they glean 
valuable life lessons about self¬ 
belief and courage. 

The lessons we learn from 
Greenfield's picture are manifold: 
an amusing dramatic premise doth 
not a laughter riot make; it's never a 
good sign when you yearn to punch 
the lead characters within five 
minutes of them appearing on 
screen; and misfiring punchlines do 
not suddenly become hilarious if 
one of the actors delivers them at 
the top of his voice. 

Ryan O'Malley (Jake Johnson) has 
frittered away 11,000 dollars he 
earned from a TV commercial for 
genital herpes. 

He lacks direction, as does best 
friend Justin Miller (Damon Wayans 
Jr), a videogame designer whose 


idea for an immersive experience as 
a LAPD officer is shot down in 
flames by his zombie-obsessed boss 
Qonathan Lajoie). 

These much maligned misfits 
misread the dress code for their 
college reunion party and turn up in 
costumes, which Justin bought for 
his videogame presentation. 

On the way home, the buddies 
embrace the power afforded by the 
uniform including an impromptu 
stop and search of goons working 
for sadistic Russian mobster Mossi 
Devic (James D'Arcy). 

The following day, Ryan buys a 
patrol car and persuades Justin to 
slip back into his fake cop persona 
to woo his crush: a pretty waitress 
called Josie (Nina Dobrev), who 
dreams of swapping lunch orders 
for a career as a make-up artist. 

Unfortunately, Josie is also the 
object of Devic's demented 
affections. 

Real-life officer Segars (Rob 
Riggle) swallows Ryan and Justin's 
buffoonish bluff and shares valuable 
surveillance on Devic. 

"He is the Devil's nephew!" 
warns Segars, whose hard-nosed 
superior, Detective Brolin (Andy 
Garcia), becomes suspicious of 
Ryan and Justin and decides to test 
their mettle. 

Women apparently love a man in 
uniform but it's hard to imagine 
anyone loving Luke Greenfield's 
ridiculous comedy of errors, which 
attempts to hop on the 21 Jump 
Street bandwagon and misses by a 
mile. 

As a double-act, Johnson and 
Wayans Jr are irritating and it
